Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. Examiner has listed the references, but reminds the Applicant that future 
applications need to be filed with the proper IDS form; submission of US patent copies is no 
longer required with the IDS. 



Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: RIO, 27, 39, 42, 
43, 84, 106, 113, 116, 124, & 125. 

3. The drawings are objected to because of the following minor informalities: 

a. 45 should be changed to 46 in Figure 2. 

b. 103 should be changed to 105 in Figures 7 & 8. 

4. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
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even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

Claim Objections 

7. Claim 1-20 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. There are numerous grammatical and spelling errors in the claims. 

b. The term "it" or "it's" is not allowed and should be replaced with the limitation. 

c. An example of one error is in claim 5, line 1 . "a said optional custom intuitive 
thumb remote is provided; this remote attaches to handlebar" should be changed to "said 
optional custom intuitive thumb remote attaches to said handlebar". 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claims 1 -20 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2 nd paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure that goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 
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10. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this field 
usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed. 
Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or agent to prosecute 
the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon skilled preparation and 
prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or agent.
